RISSIANS DOMINATE 
BUKOWINA CAPITAL. 


London, January 6.—While the fate 
of Cuernowitz is obscured in conflict- 
ing reports, it appears evident that the 
jane dominate the Buiikowina capi- 
tal. Unofficial dispatches from Petro- 
grad state that the Austrians 
evacuated the town under pressure 
from the Russians holding the heights 
above it, while from Austrian sources 
the Information has been received that 
the Austrian troops have been with- 
drawn from a portion of the city. 
Ceerhowitz lies in a deep valley. The 
town itself is not of great-strategical 
“Value, except for its ratiroads. Its fall 
is likely to have greater political than 
Mliitary significance, as an outstand- 
ing success by the Russians at this 
time would be likely to have a' far- 
reaching effect on Rumania. 

A dispatch to a Berlin newspaper 
from the Bukowina front describes the 
fighting there since Christmas day as 
Wrnexampiled. The Russians have con- 
centrated over 200 suns and threé di- 
visions of infantry on a front of three- 
Quarters of a mile. The battle réached 
ite height on December 28, when the 
Russians attacked fourteen times and 
there was furious hand-to-hand fight- 
ing. i@ 

The Times’ Petrograd correspondent, 
telegraphing Tuesday, says in the 
opinion of the military critics there 
the approach of the Russians to the 
raitway lHne running from Salestchitky 
to Czernowitz has greatly lessened the 
value of the former point for the.

Air-Propelled Boat 
Turns Out Good Speed 
Up Shallow Streams 


Albany, Ga., January 5.—(Special.)— 
Those who have carefully watched F. P. 
Wortman’s experiments in Flint river 
with his air-propelled boat believe that 
it will be comparatively easy to over- 
come the only defect that has thus far 
developed in the operation of the craft. 
Mr. Wortman is himself more than sat- 
isfied, and he is already working on 
plans to overcome the trouble that the 
initial trial developed. 

The success of this type of boat will 
solve the problem of navigating the 
shallow streams of this and other 
states. Boats of the Wortman type will 
draw not much more than half the 
water required Dy paddie wheel steam- 
ers. 

The trials of this novel craft show 
that the 40-horse power gasoline engine 
geared to the twin-blade, 8-foot air pro- 
peller develops ample power to drive 
the 50-foot boat up ig ag fully eight 
miles an hour, which is as fast as the 
best of the paddle-wheel steamers on 
small rivers make. 

But it developed that it was not prac- 
tical to steer the boat by moving the 
propeller from side to side. Even a 
slight swinging to one side of the pro- 
peller post caused the boat to run so 
swiftly in the new direction that it waa 
almost driven into the bank several 
times. .Mr. Wortman is working now 
on two steering-device ideas: e ig 
for a submerged rudder operated on 
hinges, so that it can be raised in very 
shallow water and lowered where the 
depth of water will allow. The other is 
for a rudder mounted back of the 
propeller to catch the breeze from the 
blades, and to be operated much as the 
rudder of an airship, 

Further trials of we Wortman boat 
will occur as soon as the new steering 
apparatus can be installed,

It is undoubtedly true, as The Spectator 
suggests, that our laws relative to the sale 
and possession of deadly weapons. aré en- 
tirely inadequate. Many a killing, for an 
ordinary affront, sometimes more imaginary 
than real, is dué to the fact that “the means 
of murder are entirely too convenient.” 
There is ho excuse or reason for the pistol- 
carrying habit, and over-cautious legislators 
have as yet made little impression upon it. 
We certainly need more’ stringent and ef- 
tectively repressive laws on this subject. 

But there is another cause to which per- 
haps even greater weight must be given in 
considering the increased number of honii- 
cideg in the United States, and that is the 
comparative ease with which the average 
murderer may escape punishment. For this 


7 both the laws and the courts are respon- 


sible, the former more than the latter, for 
they admit of useless and unnecessary de- 
lay in the trial and punishment of criminals, 
and afford room for the employment often 
of the most absurd technicality through 


or frequently escaped altogether, sometimes 
in cages of known and proven guilt. 

The reason why there are eight times 
as many homicides, in proportion to popu- 
lation, in the United States as there are in 
Hngland and Wales, is not alone because of 
strict enforcement of the laws against the 
carrying of deadly weapons, ‘but because 
punishment for proven crime is both speedy 
and certain. 

English justice heeds and safeguards the 
rights of society as well as those of the 
criminal, in far greater degree than its 
administration here. This criticism applies 
not to the south alone, or any other partic- 
ular section, but to the entire country. 
Where the proven English murderer is con- 
victed, sentenced and executed in a couple 
of months or less, the murderer here, with 
money or influence, either or both, may 
keep his casein the courte for two years 
or more, and then get off with a light sen- 
tence or escape altogether. 

‘nnere is no more forceful deterrent of 
crime than the certainty of swift and sure 
punishment prescribed by law. Until we 
remodel our system and apply this effective 
method of repression, society must continue 
to suffer from the bully and the assassin in 

growing and greater degree. . 

If the people will get squarely behind 
their representatives they might at least 
make a start in the direction of substantial 
improvement in the American homicidal

‘New York, January &—Elbert 4H. 
Gary..chairman of the United States 
Steel corporation, today igsued a state- 


to;ment dealing in detail with prevailing 


prosperous conditions in the steel and 
iron trade,.togéther with a forecast of 
the future of that industry. 

Reference is made to the Buropean 
conflict in its world-wide application/ 
to economic conditions. Judge Gary 
calls attention to the dangers of over- 
production or inflation by manufactur- 
ers and bankers, resulting from over- 
confidence, and the aid -of the govern: 
ment is invoked for adequate protection 
of the country’s industry. In part, the 
statement says: 

“It will be admitted by all manufac- 
turers of these products that there is 
no reason for complaint at the present 
time as the volume or urgency of the 


demand; nor in most cases the prices 
received notwithstanding the costs of 


ate ee gp have been larger during thé 
t five years because of increases in 
wages, freight charges, etc. 

The Rate of Production. 

“The rate of production at present in 
the United States ts about 38,0000,000 
tons of pig iron and about 41,000,000 

Dna of steel ignots per annum. This is} 
compared with a rate of 19,000,600 tons 
of pig iron and- 16,000,000 tons of steel 
ingots one year ago and 33,500,000 tons 
of pig iron and 35,000,000 tons of steel 
ingots at high-water mark in the year 
1913 for pig iron and 1912 for ingots. 

“Prices could easily be materially ad- 
vanced, and perhaps will be, although 
I believe, as to some of the commodities 
at least, they are high enough. it is 
not certain they can be controlled, for 
the reason that the requirements of 
purchasers and the offers they make fix 
the prices to a large extent. 

“Apparently about 75 per cent of the 
sales is for domestic consumption and 
thé balance for foreign use, directly or 
indirectly. The influence, of the export 
sales upon domestic sales I do not un- 
dertake to say. 

“Conditions pertaining to this indus- 
try reflect more or less those of other 
lines, and BeroePe are an indication of 
the general situation. Certainly there 
are evidences which cannot reasonably 
be questioned of great prosperity. It 
is not my purpose to discuss the rea- 
sons for’these satisfactory conditions. 
They exist; and it now seems probable 
that they may continue for months to 


come. 

“When there is possible danger ahead, 
the locomotive engineer is directed by 
his rules, formal instructions and signs, 
to proceed with caution; and sometimes 
to stop, look and listen. We may draw 
an analogy. I would offer words. of 
caution, e are proceeding at a rapid 
pace, There is great 6xpansion A pres- 
ent. I fear theré is great inflation: 
Some of the circumstances surrounding 
the financial and industrial world are 
peculiar and not justified. There will 
be jars and jolts when 73 yg are opened 
and things become normal. We ought to 
stop, ponder, reason. We shall be all 
the better for it. Legitimate enterprise 
and enterprise will be benefited if we 
read all the signs, consider the past and 
reflect upon the ‘future. 


What ef the Future? 


“What of the future? Who can say 
with any feeling of certainty? It may 
be very dark and desperate. It will be 
thus in Europe, and we in America will 
feel the effects to a greater or lesser 
extent. The destruction of billions upon 
billions of pr operty in any country must 
necessarily a in some degree, all 
other countries. Economic conditions in 
the United States may and should 
good in the long future, with the usual 
interruptions, we are fully alive to 
our opportunities. 

“I believe the war of Burope will not 
be so long protracted as many, if not 
the most of men, predict. This opinion 
is based principally upon two grounds: 
In the first place, it seems apparent 
that little, if any, benefit to any bellig- 
erent country or to the world at large 
ean result from the war, except and un- 
less it be the firm establishment of an 
international tribunal for the settle- 
ment of international differences, one 
that is upniversal and practical and 
whose decrees are pear cAbayeoey one that 
will prey the ey a of wars 
in the. ffjare. This n be created. If 
so, negotiations for peace and such re- 


once and 
pushed to a. conclusion. There will 
never be a better time.. 

“If one side or the other should ab- 
solutely conquer the other side (which 
seems impossible unless,the war is car- 
ried to an extent that would leave the 
tid 3 principles of the present gen- 

tion of all of the nations helpless 
and hopeless) there would be no need nor 
disposition for an international tri- 
bunal: The leaders of all the nations 
must realize and appreciate these facts 
and are likely to act 5 them soon. 

“The other ground for my ‘belief is 
that each of the warring nations is 
starving for men and money both. They 
don’t admit it, but the signs are plénty 
and convincing. Any nation that is pro- 
longing the war beyond tthe time when 
it can be reasonably and honorable dis- 
continued is slowly, but surely, commit- 
ting suicide. 

* After the War. 


“But, whenever the war shall close, 
the business of the country will be con- 
fronted with new conditions.
